"FAST  BECOMING  ONE  OF  THE  COUNTRY'S  LEADING  CROPS" 

Each  year,  farmers  throughout  the  United  States  are  sowing  more  and  more  La- 
dino  Clover.  While  Ladino  is  essentially  a  pasture  crop,  in  some  states  it  is  also  cut 
for  hay,  and  raised  as  a  seed  crop,  Ladino  Clover-Hay  is  of  excellent  quality,  being 
rich  in  protein,  and  is  consumed  readily  by  all  livestock  and  poultry.  A  well-managed 
Ladino-clover  pasture  will  carry  from  30  to  40  per  cent  more  stock  than  alfalfa,  red 
clover,  alsike  clover  or  ordinary  white  clover  and  about  80  per  cent  more  than  blue- 
grass. 

Ladino  Clover,  a  native  of  Northern  Italy  is  a  giant  white  clover  thriving  on  shal¬ 
low  land.  It  was  brought  into  this  country  from  Italy  by  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  in  1903.  The  seed  should  be  sown  on  a  line,  firm,  moist  seedbed,  either 
early  in  the  spring  or  early  in  September.  Five  pounds  of  seed  per  acre  is  sufficient 
for  pasture  purposes,  three  pounds  if  it  is  to  be  used  in  a  mixture,  and  three  to  four 
pounds  for  seed  production.  On  land  that  has  never  grown  any  red,  alsike  or  white 
clover,  the  seed  should  be  inoculated. 

The  amount  of  herbage  by  Ladino  is  tremendous.  The  leaf  stalk  grows  rapidly  and 
attains  a  height  of  twelve  inches,  according  to  soil  and  moisture  conditions.  When  the 
leaf  growth  has  been  grazed  off,  new  leaves  develop  quickly,  so  that  complete  recovery 
occurs  in  from  18  days  to  a  month.  Ladino  Clover  is  a  legume. 

VALUE  FOR  DAIRY  COWS 

Dairymen  found  that  they  could  pasture  two  and  sometimes  three  cows  to  the  acre 
on  this  rapid-growing  clover.  Sheepmen  fattened  ten  to  fifteen  lambs  per  acre,  cattle¬ 
men  turned  off  four  to  six  fat  cattle  per  acre.  They  found  that  by  rotating  their  pas¬ 
ture  fields,  taking  the  stock  from  one  field,  after  it  had  been  heavily  grazed,  and  put 
ing  them  in  a  fresh  field,  the  clover  would  come  back  surprisingly  fast.  Furthermore, 
each  node  of  the  clover  would  root  and  a  thin  stand  would  soon  thickly  cover  a  field. 

As  a  milk  producer,  Ladino  ranks  high  among  the  best.  Like  most  other  crops,  La¬ 
dino  has  its  drawbacks.  The  one  that  has  to  be  watched  the  closest,  perhaps,  is  its  abil¬ 
ity  to  cause  animals  to  bloat.  If  hungry  animals  are  turned  into  a  succulent  Ladino 
field,  first  feeding  them  hay  or  other  feeds,  the  owner  may  loose  every  animal.  To  help 
them  solve  the  bloat  problem,  many  farmers  are  planting  grasses  with  Ladino.  A  num¬ 
ber  of  grasses  will  team  up  well.  Timothy,  blue  grass,  red  top  grass,  orchard  grass,  rye 
grass,  and  korean  lespedeza  have  shown  the  most  promise  in  combination  with  Ladino.

Preparation  of  Soil — Good  loam  or  clay  soil  with  natural 
or  artificial  drainage,  with  no  hardpan  underneath,  will 
grow  alfalfa  when  properly  prepared,  and  proper  and  thor¬ 
ough  preparation  is  a  prime  necessity  for  a  uniform,  heavy 
stand.  Where  the  soil  is  ocid,  and  that  is  the  case  in 
most  instances,  liming  is  necessary.  Lime  must  be  used 
to  not  only  neutralize  the  acid  in  the  soil,  but  leave  a 
surplus  besides  for  the  use  of  the  plant.  For  correcting 
the  soil  acidity,  lime  must  be  used  at  the  rate  of  from 
1  to  21/2  tons  per  acre,  after  plowing.  A  firm  seed  bed  is 
very  essential  and  the  land  should  be  prepared  sometime 
in  advance  of  seeding.  During  this  interval  harrow  the 
land  frequently  both  ways  to  kill  out  all  weeds.  The 
young  plants  are  not  able  to  cope  with  weeds,  but  once 
established,  are  well  able  to  care  for  themselves.

SERICEA  LESPEDEZA  (PERENNIAL) 

Adapted  to  Every  Soil  Type 

Adapted  to  any  type  of  soil,  wonderfully  resistant  to 
drought,  yielding  large  hay  crops,  good  pasture, — a  fine 
soil  improver.

Red  Top,  if  sown 
alone,  should  be  seeded  at  the  rate  of  8  to  10  pounds  of 
fancy  recleaned  seed  per  acre.  Being  used  quite  a  bit  in 
recent  years  with  Timothy.

Timothy  is  suitable  for  a  wide  variety  of  soils,  but  does 
best  on  bottom  lands,  rich  moist  loams  and  clays.  It  does 
not  do  so  well  on  light  sandy  soils.  Timothy  can  be  sown 
to  good  advantage  in  either  fall  or  spring.  Sapling  Clo¬ 
ver,  6  lbs.;  Timothy,  6  lbs.,  and  Herds  Grass,  4  lbs.,  make 
a  mixture  very  desirable  for  hay  or  pasture,  sufficent  to 
seed  an  acre.  Timothy  by  itself  requires  to  be  sown  at 
the  rate  of  about  a  peck  to  the  acre;  or  with  clover,  6  lbs. 
of  Timothy  and  6  lbs.  Clover  will  give  a  good  seeding.

Does  not  succeed  on  thin  sandy  soils.  Limestone  and 
stiff  soils  suit  it  best.  One  of  the  first  grasses  to  start 
up  in  the  spring,  yielding  valuable,  nutritious  pasturage 
It  stands  the  coldest  weather,  and  cattle  tramping  the 
ground  does  not  injure  it.  Should  be  sown  thickly,  as  it 
requires  some  time  to  become  thoroughly  established, 
usually  one  or  two  years,  and  for  that  reason  we  recom¬ 
mend  that  it  be  sown  with  other  grasses.  Sow  either  in 
the  fall  or  spring,  15  to  20  lbs.  to  the  acre.

Orchard  grass  is 
particularly  well  adapted  for  pasture,  and  has  the  fur¬ 
ther  advantage  of  growing  well  in  shade,  giving  excellent 
results  when  sown  in  orchards  and  shaded  parks.
